Death came to the relief of CharleJ A. 


Tuttle on Saturday at 3 o'clock at his 
family residence on North Monroe street, 
where on Thursday afternoon he was sud- 
denly stricken down with cerebral apo- 
plexy. His entire left side was affected, 
Mid he lost consciousness and the power 
of speech and was not able to recognize 
imyoae. His life slowly ebbed away in 
the presence of his family and friends 
who made his last hoars as comfortable 
as possible. Ha died in the 60th year of 
his age. 


Mr. Tnttle was probably one ol the 


best known civil engineers in the west, 
because of his recognised ability and of 
the many railroad enterprises with which 
he was connected during his long and 
active life—a life of hard work; which 
began in Connecticut; at the age of 19, 
and continued without interruption al- 
most until his affliction. He devoted all 
his time and energy to his profession and 
has left many enduring monuments of 
his engineering and skill in this and 
other states to keep his name green in 
the memory of the people. He was justly 
regarded as one of the best civil engineers 
in the country, a man whose quick judg- 
ment of the cost of railroad work was 
equal to the best, and a man whose cal- 
culations were never at fault. He was 
wonderfully expert in figures, seldom 
having to resort to pencil and papa,-. His 
calculations wore nearly always im.ntal, 
and while many devoted considerable 
time to figuring he reached correct con- 
clusions by brief consideration, easily 
demonstrating the result in figures in a 
few moments. He was a genial, compan- 
ionable man, who was well informed on 
all subjects of general interest. He was 
not obtrusive in any sense, and he had 
the happy faculty of making friends, 
who always greeted him like a brother 
and felt pleased to meet him. His fund 
of general information and reminiscences 
ot persons and incidents was vast, and a 
chat with him was both instructive and 
entertaining. At one time in his life Mr. 
Tuttle had property valued at over $50,- 
009, He was a good citizen, whose re- 
moval by death is deeply deplored by his 
wide circle of friends, 


Charles A. Tuttle was born Nov. 26,1829, 


near Prospect, Conn,, where he secured 
a good common school education and as- 
sisted his father in farm work. At the 
age of 18 he entered the military school 
at West Point, where he graduated as a 
civil engineer in two years, when he left 
the institution, not caring to take the 
full military course. He returned to his 
native state and engaged in the enter- 
prise of railroad building, for which he 
was especially qualified. He conducted 
the survey for the Bridgeport & Nauga- 
tuck road and when the road was com- 
pleted he became connected with the 
construction of a new road extending 
from Sandnsky, Ohio. At the age of 22 
in the year 1851 he came to Illinois, and 
was one of the civil engineers engaged in 
surveying the route for the Illinois Cen- 
tral railroad. At first he was on the Chi- 
cago branch of the road, running the line 
from Chicago to Tolono. The chief en- 
gineer ot the road at that time was Hon. 
K. B. Mason, mayor of Chicago during 
the time of the Chicago fire. Mr. Mason 
took quite a fancy to Mr. Tuttle and had 
such complete confideqce in his ability, 
that he was made first assistant engin- 
eer, Mr. Tuttle taking entire charge of 
the surveying between Bloomington and 
Paca, a distance of 76 miles, on the main 
line. W. H. Enuis & Bro. took the con- 
tract for building that part of the Central 
road between Salt Creek and Pana, Mr. 
Tuttle being the engineer in charge, com- 
peting the work in 1855. In the follow- 
ng year, associated with Sullivan Bur- 
gets, he engaged in the lumber and real 
estate business in Decatur, and here he 
has lived since 1851. Mr. Burgess had 
personal charge of the real estate enter- 
prise in Deeatur, and Mr. Tnttle man- 
aged a saw mill at Bamsey, where in 10 
years 1000 acres of timber was cleared 
and cord wood, ties and lumber were fur- 
nished the Central company. It was dur. 
ing this time that H. B. Plsnt and Mr. 
Tuttle purchased 40 acres of ground 
from Mr. Eenshaw north of the Wabash 
road, and platted Tnttle & Plant's addi- 
tion of residence lots in which.the Sanga- 
mon 
street 
school 
is 
located. 


The. firm gave the Wabash 10 acres 
of ground where the freight depot now 
stands. In 1857 Mr. Tnttle and Mr. 
Burgess surveyed the entire line of the 
present St. Louis branch of the Wabash 
road, and in 1868, Mr. Tuttle, Charley 
Manners and Charles Moore built that 
part of the road between Decatur and 
Litchfield,61 miles. The three Charleys, 
Tnttle, Manners and Moore, [built the 
Oilman, Clinton A Springfield, and Mr. 
Tuttle alone bnilt the old Midland, the 
Peoria, Decatur & Evansville, and the 
Champaign & Havana lines. Subsequent 
to 1872 Mr. Tuttle took the contract for 
building the Litchfield water works. He 
also built railroads in the west and in 
Indiana. In 1876 he and Mr. Goldstein 
took the contract for grading and gravel- 


ing South Main, Water street, East Main' 
and Eldorado street to the depot. In 
1883 he laid the cobblestones on Mer- 
chant and Prairie streets. In his life- 
time he took numerous contracts for con- 
structing bridges in Macon and other 
counties. 


On April 13,1854, Mr. Tuttle and Miss 


Henrietta Florey were united in mar- 
riage in Decatur. Their children are 
Mrs. Edwin Carter, Frank H., Sherry A., 
Charles W., Fred A., George B., Alonzo 
and Homer. There are two brothers and 
four sisters of the deceased, B. B. Tnttle, 
of Decatnr, and Dr. Frank Tnttl*, Mrs. 
Billams, Mrs. Tolls, Mrs. Johnson, and 
Mrs. Baldwin, of Anaonia, Conn.

Theso are all the meals; and tho 


bill of fare has only varied twice in four 
days-once ou Sunday, when we had salt 
foh which was horrible, and today, when 
we had salt pork, which was worse. 


"The sleeping arrangements are on a 


par with the rest 
Our cabin has twenty- 


eight berths, which are all full 
The 


bunks are about two feet wide, and the 
beds are composed of a straw mattress 
and pillow, and two blankets 
The wash 


ing arrangements aro simple—tin basins, 
with about two inches of water 
Baths 


there are none 
The state of dirt we 


shall be in when we reach Montevideo 1 
cannot conjecture 
At night we have 


only one light—a dingy oi) lamp 
But 


the worst is to come 
At Bordeaux, Cor- 


unna and Virgo, we took on a cargo of 
the wretchedest ragtag and bobtail of the 
French, Spanish and Portuguese nations 
—men, women and children 
1 believe 


we now have about eight or nine hundred 
of these on board, and there are more to 
come at Lisbon, which we should reach 
to-mcrrow. 


"The scenes that have taken place on 


deck and below since these poor wretches 
came on board baffle description Men, 
women and children are scattered about, 
eating, drinking, chattering, singing and 
vomiting 
Fortunate it is that our cabin 


is full, so that these people are berthed in 
other cabins, but the noise at night and 
the stench are horrible 
Some of them 


are literally in rags, many without shoes 
or stockings, but all with one accord are 
very dirty 
Moreover, the ship itself is 


dirty 
There seems to bo no attempt to 


keep it clean 
The door of our cabin is 


slippery with grease aud dirt 
We have 


three unkempt Portuguese stewards to 
attend on us 
They are fairly civil

only English steerage passengers are tho 
twenty-eight in our cabin 
They aro all 


decent fellows. 
Some are engine drivers 


from the Midland railway, some clerks, 
etc. They share little luxuries freely witb

Ratio Between Men and Women. 


Prof. W. K. Brooks, of Baltimore, has 


discovered that a favorable environment 
tends to produce an excess of females 
among animals and plants, and an unfa- 
vorable environment au excess of males. 
If this be true, a race or species which is 
on the point of extinction sbould have an 
excess of males 


The population of Australia consists of 


a small and decreasing number of aborig- 
ines, and a prosperous and increasing pop- 
ulation of foreign settlers and their de- 
scendants, amounting in all to nearly 
3,000,OUU persons 
As the native popula- 


tion is rapidly disappearing, we should 
expect to find the males more numerous 
among them as compared vtitu tlio fo- 
males than among the inhabitants of for- 
eign origin, provided other condit ions are 
equal. For each 100 females there were in 
Victoria of nat ive born Australians 100 3-10 
males, and of foreigners, exclusive of 
Chinese, 120 1-10 males. The ratio of 
males to females in tho population of for- 
eign origin is therefore very much greater 
than it would be if it depended upon the 
birth rate alone, and as this modifying in- 
fluence does not affect the aborigines, an 
excess of males among them, no greater, 
or even a little less, than that found 
among the inhabitants of foreign origin, 
would indicate that the excess of male 
births is much greater among them than 
among the people of foreign origin. Com- 
putation shows that the excess of males 
among the aborigines is, notwithstanding 
these neutralizing Influences, very much 
greater than it is among the foreign pop- 
ulation. 


For all Australia there are 143.72 abo- 


riginal males to each 100 females; there 
are only 118.64 males of foreign descent 
to each 100 females, notwithstanding the 
fact that 129 males settled in these colo- 
nies to each 100 females.—Science.
